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SCARED BY CZAR’S FLEET 


SULTAN ASKS FOR MERCY 
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Tewfk Pasha Nolifles Russia 
That-All Demands Will Be 
Immediately Granted 


TURKEY EGS RUSSIA 
TO WITHORAW WARSHIPS 


Hussian Fleet Off the Eastern Coast 
of European Turkey—Turks 
Fear That the Russian 
Squadron Will Proceed 
to Constantinople. 


Constantinople, August 20.—The Russian 
@quadron arrived off Iniada, on the east- 
ern coast of European Turkey, yesterday 
afternoon. 

Tewfik Pasha, the Turkish foreign min- 
ister, has visited the Russian ambassador 
and notified him that the Turkish govern- 
ment accepted all the Russian demands 
and begged that the Russian squadron be 
withdrawn. from Turkish waters. 

The news of the impending arrival af 
the Russian squadron is spreading, not- 
withstanding the continued suppression of 
all félegrams and announcements on the 
subject. 

Tht general opinion of the Europeans 
here is that the time has arrived for a 
vigorous intervention and the abandon- 
ment of all semi-measures, which are re- 
garded as the cause of the present rising. 

According to the Turkish Official re- 
ports the strongest positions of the inSur- 
gents are at Krushevo, Merihoro and 
Florina. Contrary to previous reports, it 
is now stated officially that Krushevo is 
still occupied by the insurgents. The 
headquarters of the revolutionists is in 
the Peristeri mountains, in the vicinity of 
Monastir. Women and children are not 
molested by the insurgents. who have 
destroyed only fortified dwellings occupied 
by rich Turks. It is not denied that they 
kill al] Bulgarians and Greeks found act- 
ing as Turkish spies, but the strictest »or- 
ders have been issued not to interfere 
with women or children. 

Powers Combined Against Russia. 

Brussels, Augtist 20.—The Independence 


Beige says it hears that the powers have } 


arrived at an unerstanding regarding 
the steps to be taken to suppress the 
revolt and apply reforms in Macedonia. 
According to this unconfirmed freport, 
Russia will act on the sea, occupying 
the Dardenelles and the Bosphorus; Aus- 
tria will act on land and Italy will exer- 
cise surveillance over Albania. After 
peace is restored the powers are to with- 
draw and restore to Turkey her full 
sovereignty. 

London, August 20.~The Associated 
Press learns that important negotiations 
are in progress between the powers which 
promise to result in the early adoption 
cf a new plan for the settlement of the 
Macedonian trouble. A foreign office of- 
ficial said this afternoon: 

“It is somewhat premature to say that 
@ definite agreement on the subject has 
already heen reached as stated by The 
Independence Belge of Brussels, but 
notes are being exchanrsed in this direc- 
tion.’’ 

In other quarters it was intimated that 
the scheme was partially on the lnes 
referred to by the Belgian newspaper. 

There is no donbt that an agreement 
of some kind has been reached as to the 
beginging of the negotiations the powers 
started with the general purpose of co- 
operating, and this harmony has con- 
tinued. 

Many Greeks Killed. 

Athens, August 20.—M. Ralli, the pre- 
mier and foreign minister, has communi- 
cated to the representatives of the powers 
here the gist of the reports made by 
greek consuls in Macedonia, in which it is 
stated that the Greek church, schools and 
822 houses belonging to Greeks at Ketche- 
ro have been blown up by dynamite and 
burned and a number of. Greek subjects 
have been killed. 

M. Ralii appeals to the powers to termi- 
nate the excesses in Macedonia, from 
which, he says, the Greeks are greater 
sufferers than the Bulgarians and Turks. 

Important Fight Reported. 

Vienna, August 20.—Dispatches from Sa- 
lonica say an important fight occurred in 
the mountains of Pissoder August 18. The 
town of Erminseco was burned by the 
Turks and many insurgents were killed. 

It is said that an Austrian manufactury 
is negotiating with Buigaria to supply 
that country with 10,000,000 cartridges. The 
decision of the Bulgarian government is 
expected early next week. 


WRECK OF THE DAILY NEWS. 


Brown’s Lawyer Charges Condition of 
Paper to Munsey. 

New York, August 2.—Edward M. 
Shepard, counsel for Colonel William 
Brown, owner of 140 shares of the stock 
of The Dally News corporation, asked 
the supreme court today to grant an in- 
junction restraining the sale of The Daily 
News, which has been advertised to take 
place at public auction tomorrow, 

In his remarks to the court, Mr. Shep- 
ard said that for many years The Daily 
News was run at a profit of $100,000 a 
year, and that the year before Mr. Mun- 
sey acquired possession The News made 
a net profit of 372,000, and had in its 
treasury $90,000. 

“Now,” said Mr. Shepard, ‘‘that $90,000 
has vapisbed and the paper owes $295,- 
000.”" 

Mr. Rushmore, counsel for Mr. Munsey, 
said that the sale should not be enjoined. 
He said that the paper was wrecked be- 
fore Mr. Munsey acquired Mrs. Wood's 
stock. Decision was reserved.

gambling operations.” 

Secretary Wilson, continuing, said that 
most European naffons which manufac- 
ture cotton and algo own lands in out- 
lying provinees where cotton might be 
grown are anxious to become independ- 
ent of our speculators, and so 4re or- 
ganizing and holding out inducements for 
the development of the cotton raising 
industry. The British, the French, the 
Germans, the Beigians and others own 
lands’ in Afftica, afd they Waive been for 
some time organizing to. produce cotton. 

“They know,” said Secretary Wilson, 
“that we are training scientists here to 
study the cotton plant, and they have 
be@éh anxfous to get our high class men 
over there to organize for them. The 
United States sent $8,000,000 to Egypt last 
year to pay for long staple Egyptian cot- 
ton. The department of agriculture is 
trying to grow as good a staple at home 
by hybridizing ‘and creating new varie- 
ties. 

Big Increase Promised in Egypt. 

“Tne secretary of agriculture for Egypt 
paid me a visit not long ago and said 
that with the irrigation of enlarged 
freas along the Nile valley growing out 
of the completion of the great dum thw 
production of Egypt would be greatly 
increased. They pay 15 cents a day for 
labor there. There is a breed of cattle 
which does all the work and stands the 
heat better than mules. Those European 
nations owning the territory in Africa 
have beefi coming to our southern states 
and engaging expert negro labor to go 
over there and organize the natives. 

“Twelve-cent cotton in the United 
States is a great encouragement to all 
those people to increase their output, 
The nations in Asia are doing away with 
everything to increase the cotton pro- 
duction to become independent of us. 
‘here has been a feeling for some time 
that it would ‘be better for us to grow 
more cotton, but gambling operations 
this summér had the immediate effect 
of stimulating efforts for increased pro- 
duction.” 

The sé@cretary said that every effort 
is being made by the department of 
agriculture to he'p the cotton growers 
of the southern states to a better sys- 
tem of agriculture through which a 
larger yield of cotton can be had, but 
that increased output necessarily would 
come siow. The United States had not 
been increasing its output for several 
years, the Texas crop having suffered 
considerably last year on account of the 
ravages of the cotton bol] weevil. Mr. 
Wilson said the prospect of the present 
crop had nothing whatever to do with 
the opérations of the sperulators. The 
shortage of raw cotton to the manufac- 
turer, he declared, is not due to short- 
age in the crop, but to the fact that the 
corner in cotton has put the price of 
the raw material to a point where the 
manufacturer cannot profitably use it. 
The producer has not profited by these 
high prices, as the cotton practically is 
all out of his hands. 

In conclusion Secretary Wilson said 
he saw no prospect of relief for the 
workingmen who are thrown out of em- 
ployment by the mills closing down be- 
cause of the scarcity of.raw cotton until 
the corner in cotton bursts and the price 
of the raw material is reduced. Tha 
new crop of cotton will soon begin to 
come in. 

“Of course,”” he said, “the corner can 
continue if the gamblers have enough 
money to buy in the new crop.”

New York, August 20.—One of the big- 
gest crowds of sightseers and yachts- 
men that ever sailed down Sandy Hooxz 
to witness an attempt of a foreign cup 
hunter to wrest from America the yacht- 
ing supremacy of the world, returned to 
New York tonight disappointed because 
the sea had refused a field of combat to 
the racers, but, nevertheless, jubilant In 
the conviction that Sir Thomas Lipton’s 
latest challenger, like the two Sham- 
rocks which had preceded her, was 
doomed to return to England empty- 
handed. 

Of eourse, the race today was not ab- 
solutely conclusive, owing to the light 
and shifting character of the airs, but 
in a 15-mile beat to windward, a portion 
1of which was sailed in a dtiving rain, 
the cup defender, Rellance, showed its 
heels to Shamrock III !n commanding 
style and in weather conditions which 
were supposed to be to the particular 
liking of the challenger. Fife’s latest 
creation has been heralded as a veritable 
wizard in light breezes in windward 
work, especially with a lumpy sea on, 
while the Reliance in its trials had dem- 
onstrated best reaching and runrive ifn 
a whole sail wind. Yet today, with @ 
breeze varying from 1 to 12 knots, and 
against a long ground swell, the de 
fender outfooteq and outpointed Sham- 
rock III. The Shamrock did not turn 
the outer mark, and there is no way of 
knowing absolutely how much it was 
beaten, but it was estimated that Sham- 
rock was more than a mile astern, or 
about sixteen minutes in the existing 
strength of the wind, when the Rellance 
rounded. 


Cup Won’t Cross the Ocean. 

As a result of the trial experts beileve, 
blow high, blow low. that the Reliance 
will win this, the thirteenth series for 
the America’s cup. 

The day was a miserable one. A mist 
lay over the bay In the morning, and 
when the great fleet of excursion steam-

From some unexplained cause the 
scaffoli. began to totter and within a 
few seconds. the whole structure plunged 
to the cellar, a distance of 95 feet. 

When the first warning*of weakness in 
the scaffold came seven of the workmen 
succeeded in saving themselves by cling- 
ing to the steel girders that were stretch- 
ed across the building. Brooker was car- 
ried all the way to the cellar and when 


-dug out of the debris he was dead and 


horribly mangled. Thompson and Hop- 
saw were carried through several floors, 
bumping against the girders, being hit 
by falling bricks and portions of the 
wrecked scaffold, finally lodging on one 
of the floors, from where they were later 
rescued in an unconsciots condition and 
taken to a hospital.

Washington, August 40.—The Citizen's 
national bank, of Beaumont, Tex., wag 
closed yesterday after examination by 
National Bank Examiner Lyon and a 
committee of “the clearing association, 
which showéd estimated losses at $223,000 
and doubtful items $49,000. Examiner 
Logan has been appointed receiver. 

The failure of this’ bank, it is stated, 
is due to the large loans made to the 
president, R. Oliver, ahd enterprises in 
which he ig interested. 

The resources and liabilities of the 
bank on June 9, 198, as shown by the 
report made by the comptroller of the 
currency on that date was as foliows:

leged fraudulent ‘and unlawful issue of

Ovster Bay, N. Y., August 20.—President 
Roosevelt has made applicable to @ de- 
partment of the government service the 
principle he enunciated at the time he 
reinstated William A. Miller to the posi- 
tion in the government printing office 
from which Miller had been dismissed 
because of a disagreement with the book- 
binders’ union. The président has plain- 
iy stated to the members of his cabinet 
that that principle is to “indicate the 
policy of the president” in similar casee. 

Tonight the president authorized ths 
publication of a letter which was sent 
tu each member of his cabinet on the 
22d of July. The létter was signed by 
Mr. barnes, acting secretary to the presi- 
dent, and was as follows: 

“My Dear Sir: The president directs 
me to send you herewith, for your in- 
formation, copies of two letters sent to 
Sccretary Cortelyou with reference to the 
government printing office, which define 
the attitude of the administration in con- 
nection with the subject discussed. They 
are sent you for your information and 
guidance, as they Indicate the policy of 
4+—the president in this matter.”’ 

The letters to Secretary Cortelyou were 
written on July 183 and 14. The salient 
sentence of the first letter was: 

“There is no objection to the employees 
of the government printing office cansti- 
tuting themselves into a union if they so 
desire, but no rules or resolutions of tha*t 
union can be permitted to override the 
laws of the United States, which it is my 
sworn duty to enforce.” 

In the letter of July 14 the president 
quoted the finding of the anthracite 
strike commission regarding the employ- 
ment of labor as follows: 

‘It is adjudged and awarded that no 
person shall be refused employment or in 
any way discriminated against on ac- 
count of membership or non-membership 
in any labor organization, and that there 
shall be no discrimination or interference 
with any employee who is not a mem- 
ber of any labor organization by mem- 
bers of such organigation.”’ 

Concerning this principle the president 
wrote: 

“It is of course mere elementary de- 
cency to require that all the government 
departments. shall be handled in accord- 
ance with the principle thus clearly and 
fearlessly enunciated.”

“The situation in the Far East is be 
coming more acute. Even in Manchuria 
the Chinese are assuming an insolent 
attitude toward the Russians, particular- 
ly toward the troops.

Relying on the West. 


Omaha Bee: It appears that in eastern 
financial circles there is a general feeling 
that upon the crop results and the busi- 
ness conditions in the west depends a re- 
vival from the depressing influences that 
exist in the east and continuance of 
prosperity. No little encouragement seems 
to have beén afforded by a statement of 
Governor Odell, of New York, on his re- 
cent return from a transcontinental trip, 
in which he said he was profoundly im- 
pressed by all that he saw in the far 
west and the Mississippi valley. He was 
quoted as expressing the opinion that it 1s 
absurd to think that the troubles of the 
Wall street stock exchange will, in their 
effect, be far-reaching enough to seriously 
disturb the general course of business and 
industry, basing that view upon what he 
saw of the almost harvested crops of the 
west and the never slackening industry 
that was conspicuous wherever he went. 

There is favorable promise that this 
reliance upon the west will be justified 
by results. The total of the crops will not 
be so large as seemed probable a month 
ago, but it will undoubtedly be up to arid 
perhaps somewhat in excess of the aver- 
age. The conditions in Wall street have 
not so far appreciably interfered with the 
industries or the general business of the 
west and there is not at present any ap- 
prehension in this section.

torrents, the wind meanwhile increasing 
to 12 knots. 

When the storm had passed the de- 
fender w&s seen to be firmly established 
On the weather bow of Shamrock III, 
and it was never afterwards headed. 

During the last two hours of the race 
Reliance steadily increased its lead, 
rounding the tutfn a mile ahead of 
Shamrock. Heading back for home close 
hauled, Reliance had just reached Sham- 
rock, still outward bound, when, it being 
apparent that the race could not be 
finished in the time allowance, the re- 
gatta committée boat at 3:45 fireq the 
Signal which declared the race off. 

Wind Drops Soon After Start. 

The work of the patrol fleet was per- 
fect. Moving at right angles, line ahead 
and line abreast, the revenue cutters 
kept the yachts in the hollow of a 
moving angle as free from interference 
as though they had been sailing in mid 
ocean. 

Under the rules, fhe first race, 15 miles 
to leeward or windward and return, is 
now postponed until Saturday.

Both boats sailed seaward for an hour 
and twenty minutes. The wind dropped 
to about four knots soon after the start. 

Within twenty-five minutes after start- 
ing Reliance had overhauled Shamrock 
III, and was abeam of it and two hun- 
dred yards to windward. Reliance had 
not only footed faster, but pointed higher 
than the chalienger, and was showing 
that, under conditions supposed to be 
the most unfavorable, she was a better 
boat. 

Half an hour after the start, when the 
boats were about 4 miles from the start- 
ing line, @ rain shower swept across thie 
course and obscured the yachts. 
shower brought a shift of wind to the 
westward, which enabled the racers to 
lay a course direct to the mark. This 
robbed Reliance of most of the advantage 
of her windward position and put the 
boats on almost even terms. They held 
that relative position until they had 
sailed 8 miles, when the wind backed to 
south by west, again making it a dead 
beat to the mark and restoring to Rc- 
liance the former advantage in being to 
the windward of Shamrock III, 

Shamrock Gives Defender a Scare. 

When they made their firs, tack at 
12:20, Shamrock ILI was to leeward and 
astern a few hundred yards. The shower 
had passed. Then for the first time the 
British challenger gave the admirers of 
the defender a scare. Without apparcnt 
effort it began to foot faster than Re- 
liance, passed to leeward of her and 
drew away ahead, but still to leeward 
It looked for a moment as though the 
English boat was going to show her heis 
to» the craft, which was carrying the 
hopes of all Americans, but when it came

mirers of Reliance Alscovered that, while 
the challefger had been out fooling it, 
the American craft had been out- 
peinting the challenger, and had evep 
increased the iead. The boats were 9 
miles from the starting line, and Re- 
liance had a lead of a quarter of a mile. 


In a dropping wind the British boat twice | 
| of such 


repeated the performance of slipping past 
Reliance to leeward, but it was losing 
ground in the windward thrash. by reason 
of Reliance sailing closer to the wind. 

When 4 miles from the turning point 
at 1:25 p. m. they started on a long leg 
Qut to sea. As they came about it was 
apparent that Reliance was a mile ahead. 
The wind had dropped to HUttle better 
than a flat calm. and the racers were 
moving slowly. In a vain effort to woo 
the fickle airs the yachts changed their 
head sails, but the race had degenerated 
into a drifting match. 


Reliance Two Miles to the Good. 


Three and a half hours after the start 
it was evident that the race could not be 
finished within the time Hmit. Rellance 
had steadily gained and was then a 
good two miles ahead of !fts rival, when 
observers noticed that Shamrock IJI had 
caught a little slant of wind from the 
west and was cutting down the lead. 
Reliance promptly went about when a 
mile away from the turn and,catching the 
westerly wind, scurried away for the 
mark at almost a racing pace. The wind 
continued to freshen until Rellance swept 
around the mark at 3:37:20, heeling to a 
émart northwest breeze and giving the 
first real exhibition of its speed. 

Reliance had hauled on the wind for a 
close catch back to the finish line, sa- 
luted by the whistles of the big fleet. 
Shamrock III was coming on a fast clip 
to meet the returning defender, but # 
had been'‘so far astern that it was eight 
minutes after the Reliance turned the 
mark before the racers met going in oppo- 
site directions, indicating that the Reli- 
ance’s actual lead was sixteen minutes. 

Just at that moment the regatta com- 
mittee’s tug displayed the signal “The 
race off.”. Shamrock III never turned 
the mark. They were taken in tow of 
tugs and the fleet, hurrying Jomeward, 
quickly dropped them. 

London Is Disappointed. 

London, August 20.—The calling off of 
the race for the America’s cup has caused 
a decided disappointment in London. The 
papers published hourly editions through- 
out the day. The first reports regarding 
the weather at Sandy Hook inclined the 
public to believe that Shamrock JII had 
ideal conditions and the news that the 
Reliance had out-footed her in the drift- 
ing match was a complete disillusion. 
Several papers had arranged to announce 


‘the progress and result of the contest by 


fireworks and balloons. Crowds lingered 
in the streets, in the dismalest sort of a 
drizzle, in the hope that the wind would 
freshen and permit of a finish, but early 
in the evening it became apparent that 
the race could not finish within the time 
limit, and the crowds dispersed, leaving 
only a few enthusiasts around the tick- 
ers in the hotel corridors to receive the 
official announcement that the Trace had 
been called off.

Florida's Governor Announces 
Candidacy for Senate, 


In Formal Announcement Chief Ex- 
ecutive States His Views on 
Questions of National In- 
terest — Wants No 
“Reorganization.” 


Tallahassee, Fia., August 20.—(Speciai.)— 
Governor William 8S. Jennings today au- 
thorized the announcement that he will 
be a candidate before the next state dem- 
ocratic primary election for the nomina- 
tion for United States senator. 

For a year or more there has been a 
general understanding amounting at 
most to certain knowledge, that at the 
proper time the governor would announce 
his purpose to be a candidate for the sen- 
atorship, and the newspapers of the state 
have commented quite generally upon his 
candidacy. 

The wonderfully successful and credi- 
table record made by the state adminis- 
tration of which he is the head and guld- 
ing spirit has made Governor Jennings 
one of the strongest and most popular 
men in Florida's history, 

Asked for his views upon questions per- 
tinent to the campaign which he is just 
entering, Governor Jennings said in part: 

Indorses Platform of 1900. 

"TJ heartily and enthusiastically indorse 
each and every the declarations and prin- 
ciples embodied in the state and national 
democratic platforms adopted in 190, 
which enuncilate the fundamental princi- 
ples applicable to all public questions. 

“I favor a reduction of the tariff to a 
revenue basis, and the placing upon the 
free jist of all articles the prices of which 
are fixed by trusts and monopolies. 

“I favor the immediate repeal of the 
tariff upon sugar, temporarily, to be fol- 
lowed by the permanent revision and re- 


| duction of the tariff upon sugar for the 


relief of the Cubans; and I favor any 
measure Jooking to the repeal of the Cu- 
ban tariff upon Florida cattle, for which 
there is no excuse, 

“I favor a rigid enforcement of the 
present anti-trust law, and the enactment 
laws as will destroy the trusts 


and unlawful combinations of all kinds 


| that challenge the attention of the people 
| and threaten the integrity 


and 
nency of our institutions. I also 
the repeal of the present law delegating 
to national banks the power to issue mon- 
ey based upon the credit of the United 
States. 

“I favor the free ang unlimited and in- 
dependent coinage of both silver and gokl 
at a ratio of 16 to 1, 

“I favor the enactment of laws that 
will enlarge the scope, powers and duties 
of the interstate commerce commission, 
to enable it to fix rates for travel and 
traffic for the transportation of persons 
and property, to prevent unjust discrimi. 
nation and to enable the commission to 
carry into effect the power of the con- 
gress to the extent of giving governmental 
control of all transportation lines, ex- 
press companies, telegraph, telephone and 
all other public utilities of an interstate 
character. 

“Il favor an amendment to the constitu. 
tion of the United States providing for 
the election of United States senators by 
direct vote of the people, and the enact- 
ment of a law requiring the nomination 
of candidates for the United States sen- 
ate to be made by primary election. 

“Il heartily indorse the demand made 
in the last state democratic platform for 
a graduated income tax, so levied as to 
produce a large part of the revenues now 
raised by taxation which falls heaviest 
upon those least able to bear the burdeng 
of taxation. 

“IT am entirely opposed to any recogni- 
tion. of the idea that the democratic par- 
ty is In need of ‘reorganization,’ and have 
no sympathy with the self-appointed ‘re- 
organizers,’ whose real aim is to be party 
bosses or directors. The platform is 
broad enough for all true democrats, and 
factionalism findg no encouragement in 
its provisions. 

‘IT am opposed to the Porto Rican tariff 
law and the present Philippine policy of 
this country, and favor an immedlate dec- 
laration on the part of the nation of its 
intention; believing that it should give 
to the Filipino independence and protec- 
tion from outside interference, granting 
them self-goverment, similar to thnrt 
which hag been given to the people-of 
Cuba.”

Negto Editor Prosecutes a Wo- 
man of His Own Race, 


A. W. Burnett Says Disreputable Ne- 
groes Are a Curse to His Peo- 
ple—In Movement To Assist 
Police To Prosecute 
Such Characters. 


A. W. Burnett, the negro editor of The 
Atlanta New Era, a newspaper published 
for the negroes of the city, had a woman 
ot his race arrested 4ast night on the 
charge of acting in a disorderly manner 
on the streets 

He catled for an officer and accom- 
panied the woman to the police barracks 


and had himself subpenaed as a witness.* 


Iie said he was not only acting for the 
good of thg town, but for the good of 
his race, as it was such characters, he 
telieved, ag the woman he reported who 
are causing the negro race more troubie 
than anything else. 


Burnett made round of the resorts 


frequented by negroes of disreputable 
character last night, and the first wo- 
man he saw who appeared to be acting 
in @ disorderly manner he had arrested. 
He says since the new vagrant law has 
been passed he will make if his busi- 
mcss to protect the better class of ne- 
groes against the lawless and profligate. 


* New to the Police. 

The action of Burnett was something 
new to the police, as they usuaily ecx- 
pect negroes io shield others of their 
race when any jaw is violated. 

Burnett saw Lwlu. Osborne. a woman 
rotorious in police circles, standing in 
front of a sunloon near the corner of 
Decatur and Butler streets and thought 
he heard her cursing some man in the 
saloon. Burnett went hurriedly after an 
officer and the woman was soon behind 
the bars. 

At the poll¢e barracks the negro editor 
made the following statement: 


A Curse to His Race. 

‘I wish this woman held on the charge 
of using profane and indecent language 
on the public stiféts. She neither 
respect for «herself or oth ‘ple. It 
is just such negroes as t# t cause 
our race to be so severely cfm. «ed aud 
make the better c!ass of negroes nave a 
harder time than they would otherwise 
have. I, for one, am going to do al] I 
can to assist the officers of the ‘aw In 
punishing negroes who have lost respect 
for their race, their fellow-citizens, theic 
Fible and their God, and I am not albne 
in this movement. This womai was 
standing in a public street and using vile 
vords where jadies passing were obliged 
to hear her. She is of my. color, and I 
am ashamed to say it. I wish all such 
vegroes were in the bottom of the Mis- 
sissippi river, for they are a loadstone 
about our race's neck. 

Who Burnett Is. 

Burnett has lived in Atlanta for thirty- 

five years, and was for many yeurs the 
“titor of The Defiance, the first negro 
paper published in Atlanta after the war. 
He has always shown himself favorabie 
to anv movement that he belleved would 
help his race. He thinks the new vag- 
rant law will do much to protcet ine 
better class of negroes against the lower 
e.ement. 
‘ Lulu Osbcrne will be trfed in the 
recorder’s court this afternoon at 2:30 
o'clock. and Burnett will appear against 
her. The case promises to be both unique 
and interesting. The police iast night 
would net jet the woman out on ang 
eave a large cash bond, believing that 
the recorder would make an example of 
her.

Speaking at Unveiling of Monument 
to Chester A. Arthur, Chandler 
Declares Negroes Are Be- 
ing Reenslaved — Also 
Attacks Roosevelt.

Fairfield, Vt., August 20.—A granite 
monument marking the site of the birth- 
place of the late President: Chester A. 
Arthur was dedicated here today. 

The principal speaker was Former Sen- 
ator Willlam E. Chandler, of New Hamp- 
shire, who was secretary of the navy 
in Arthur’s cabinet. 

Negroes and the Suffrages. 

Mr. Chandler said in part: 

“It is not inappropriate here and now 
ts conjecture what Arthur would do, or 
try to do, or wish to do if he lived in 
this beginning of a new century -when 
the condition of the colored race as de- 
fined and supposed to ‘be made secure 
at the close of the war for the union by 
three amendments of the national con 
stitution, is being radically and wicked- 
ly changed. 

“The thirteenth amendment gave free- 
dom to five millions of slaves. The 
fourteenth guaranteed to the new citl- 
zens the equal protection of the lawa, 
with the whites, including due process 
of law when charged with crime. ‘The 
fifteenth gave them the right of suf- 
frage as the most potent protection 
when exercised, to life, liberty and the 
pursui: of happiness. 

“But now so it is that the existing ten 
milliong of colored citizens are lu live 
alfa endure under three new principles 
whose advocates deliberately defy the 
constitution of the country. First, they 
are not to vote. This ts the avowed 
purpose of the controlling southern 
whites. In some states they are kept 
from. the ballot box under cunningly 
contrived constitutions and laws whica 
are in direct contlict with the fifteenth 
amendment. In other states intimida- 
tion and violence continue to. be the 
method of suppressing the colored votes. 
The suppression is overwhelming, 
radical and complete by direct purpose 
of the south. The fifteenth amend- 
ment savs that congress shall enforce 
the right of suffrage by appropriate 
laws. Congress wholly omits to do this, 
and under President Cleveland in Jb 
the national election laws then existing 
were repeaiec. The north continucs io 
submit to their repeal. By the sup- 
pression of the suffrage, southern @tates 
obtain a representative in congress and 
a presidential elector for every 200,000 
of the colored people—fifty congress- 
men and fifty electors in al! for the ten 
millions; the power of which fifty con- 
gressmen and fiftv electors is controlled 
and exercised by the white svuthern- 
ers. Quite likely these fifty electors 
will change the result of the next presi- 
dential election.

“Second, emboldcenea by northern apa- 
thy in reference to the suppression of 
the votes of the colored people, ihe souta 
adopted another principle. ‘The col- 
ored men are not to have the equal pro- 
tection of the laws in the exercise of 
their fundanep-nial rights citizens 
When charged with crime they are not 
to oc duly. indicte. and formally tried 
by jury. They are to be charged with 
crime by irresponsible mobs; they are to 
be fyund guilty by the outecries of 
Same moh and they are to be summarily 
put to death by the violent hands ofthe 
same mob—by shooting, hanging, burn- 
ing; with maiming, mutilation and ex- 
erveclating tvrture. Tnois is almost 
universal practice as to every colored 
citizen charged with a crime of vig.ence. 
This principle is generally adopted at 
the scuth and it is extending norihwas:d. 
No power of the nation is exerted to op- 
pose it. No sincere and earnest decia- 
ration is made against it by any political 
party wiling to stake its whole existence 
vn the issue of the conflict, as were the 
rneo of 1855 and 1860. 

“Third, not even is the. thirteenth 
amendment abolishing slavery sacred in 
the sight of the oppressors of the colored 
pecple of America. The infamous va- 
grancy laws by which in 1865 it was 
sought to recnsisave the newly emanci- 
rated colored man, but which were in 
167 swept away by the rising tide of 
ntrthern indignation, are being reenacted 
thirty-eight years later in some of. the 
southern atdtes; and the practice of 
peonage—the virtual enslavement of col- 
“red itaborers—has been going forward 
for several years without discovery by 
the north, coiuvequently without resist- 
ance. 
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‘Wrongs Are Real.”’ 

“No man desires less than I to revive 
sectional issues, with the war for sveces- 
sion more than a third of a century be- 
hind us and a history rather than an 
experience to most of the American peo- 
ple—only a nistory to the active, influen- 
tial and powerful men who ¢ontrol 
America today. But the wrongs t@ whicn 
I am calling attention are real and terri- 
fying and they will not down because it 
is disagreeable for the politicians of both 
parties to face the uncomfortable situa- 
tion. Because the negro is black the re- 
publican party has ex!sted and practical- 
ly controlled the government for forty- 
seven years with great power, promi- 
nence and profit to the greatest Amer- 
icans of the last half century. It will 
rot serve for the republican party now 
tu find fault because the negro fs biack 
and tu abandon him to subjugation, 
ypeonage and barbarous slaughter with- 
out trial because his oppressors are 
southern vyhites. 

“If Abraham Lincoln and his associates 
had lived till now how would they have 
met the new southern American princi- 
pies; (1) no suffrage for the colored men; 
(2) trials by mobs and lynchings for the 
colored men; (3) peonage for the colored 
men? How would General Grant and his 
associates meet them if alive today?

Arthur Saw the Issus. 


“President Arthur clearly saw the Is- 
sue which was cdming when in his letter 
of July 15, 1880, accepting his nomination, 
he sald; 

“It is a suggestive and startling 
thought that the increased power derived 
from the enfranchisement of a race now 
denied its share in governing the country 
—wielded by those who lately sought the 
overthrow of the government—Is, now the 
sole reliance to defeat the party -which 
represented the sovereignty and nation- 
ality of the American people in the great- 
est crisis of our history.’ 

“It is true that the result of a presiden- 
tial election has not yet been changed by 
the inereased representation given by 
reason of the colored inhalgitants, but 
such an outcome js not improbable in 
194. If the white men of the solid south 
take possession of the presidency by an 
electoral majority of ninety Or less it will 
be seen that the work has been done by 
the fifty electors who represent ten mil- 
lions of cotored people, substantially all 
of whose Tegal voters would vote the 
other way. if not, as Arthur charged, ‘de- 
barred and robbed of their voice and their 
vote.’ To keep the colored man from 
the polls he must be held in terror of the 
whites, and to arouse and keep alive 
that terror any colored@ man obnoxiously 
active in politics will be charged, truly 
or false'y, with crime, and tried and 
lynched by mobs. To the peril which Ar- 
thur so clearly pointed out and to avert 
which he recommended new legislation in 
his message of December, 1883, the north- 
ern states of the union cannot be too 
soon or too thoroughly aroused,”

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EXPORTS OF NAVAL STORES. 


Interesting Figures Are Furnisked by 
Chief Hitchcock. 
Washington, August 20.—(Snecfal.)—A 
report on foreign trade in forest prod- 
ucts, prepared by Frank H. Hitehcock, 
chief of the division or foreign markets 
in the agrieDitural department, gives 
the following details as to the exports 
of naval stores during the fiscal year 

ending June 30, 1902: ° 

“Spirits turpentine were exported 
during 1902 to the extent of 19,178,000 gal 
lons, the value being $7,431,000. Nearly 
half of these exports found a market in 
the United Kingdom. Other countries 
that bought extensively were Germany, 
Belgium and the Netherlands. 

“Of rosin we exported 2,536,000 barrels, 
worth $4,202,000. The United Kingdom, 
yermany, the Netherlands and Brazil 
were the largest purchasers. 

“Our shipments of tar for 1902 amount- 
ed to 23,000 barrels, and was valued at 
$56,000. We sold this product in largest 
quantities to the United Kingdom, Can- 
ada, Mexico and British: Australasia. 

“Turpentine and pitch were marketed 
abroad to the extent of 18,000 barrels, 
the value being $44,000. Canada, the 
United Kingdom, Germany, Cuba and 
British Guiana made the largest pur- 
chases.”’

Progress cf Race in Mechanic Arts 
Under Discussion. 

Nashville, Tenn., August 20.—Delegates 
continue to arrive and the house of repre- 
sentatives was again crowded today at 
the opening of the second day's session 
of the National Negroes’ Business 
League. 

All the papers were devoted to an ex- 
position of the development and tmprove- 
ment of the négroes in the mechanic and 
pharmaceutical arts and appliances, and 
the chief paper was presented by J. E. 
Wiley on the progress of the New Cen- 
tury cotton mill at Dallas, Tex. These 
mills were built and are operated and 
owned exclusively by negroes and are 
equipped with the latest and improved 

achinery. They give employment to 
seventy-two operatives and the daily out- 
put is 3,000 pounds of Wrap yarns. The 
mills have trained 150 operatives and will 
run double time for the new crop of 
cotton.

Mayson, was appointed to employ the 
civil engineer. 

Venable Brothers, owners of Ston?

There are two routes under considera- 
tion. One passes through Ingleside, Scott- 
dale and Clarkston and the other goes 
around Clarkston, passing through the 
other towns. however.

Should Be a Real Chief. 

The announcement that the new 
rule book to be formulated by the 
board of police .commissioners will | 
contain no provision authorizing the 
chairman of that body to dictate to the 
chief of police will be hailed with de-. 
light by the people of Atlanta—if 
they are convinced that this change in 
police conditions is weal, 

What Atlanta wants is a chief who 
will be chief in fact as well as in 
hame. Without questioning the mo- 
tives of the men who have persisted 
in keeping their hands upon the con- 
trol of the police department, the peo- 
ple insist that there must be no more 
of such unnecessary interference. 
They have grown sick and tired of the 
persona] and petty politica which has 
been so persistently prominent in the 
police board. They want peiice com-| 
missioners who will content them- 
selves with attending to the business 
for which they are chosen and will not 
be constantly interfering with the po- 
lice authorities. 

4 is the province of the potice board 
to select the chief and his subor- 
dinates, to grepare the rules for the 
regulation Of the department, and to 
look after the business end of the 
department’s affairs. After having 
chosen the chief, they should leave 
him absolutely supreme in his power 
over the men and in the conduct of 
the department. There should be no 
more of the spectacle of the chief 
being compelled to run to members of 
the board for his orders, or of mem- 
bers sticking thcir noses into what 
is the chief’s business, and his alone. 

If the chief is not competent to run 
his department, some other man 
should be found for his place; but the 
necessity of having to run to the 
board for permission to do what he 
deems necessary in the conduct of his 
department is a handicap which 
should be placed upen no chief. 

The people demand that the chief 
be let alone, and they have a right 
to expect that their wishes be re- 
spected. The chief should be made 
to understand that his authority in the 
conduct of the department is supreme; 
and this should be recognized by the 
members of the board as well as by 
everybody else. Only in this way can 
the force be made as efficient as it 
ought to be.

The Prison Commission and Its Duty. 

The investigation into the DeCris 
affair developed that one official was 
not equipped with that judgment es- 
sential in one holding a position of 
such responsibility, and it pointed to- 
ward other possible abuses, which will, 
in future be corrected by rule. 

The prigon commission has set about 
to cea and correct such abuses 
as may exist, and we have every con- 
fidence that all of these will be cor- 
rected with no unnecessary delay. The 
members of that body are well known 
and capable Georgians of the highest 
integrity—men in whom the people 
of the state can have, and do have, the 
fullest confidence. No state has ever 
had a more capable and conscientious 
Official than Judge Turner, chairman of 
the commission; Commissioner Eason 
has had a long and highly honorable 
career as a public official, and he pos- 
sesses, as do his associates, the con- 
fidence and respect of all who have 
beén brought in contact with him;

Neither prod- 
ding, clubbing nor criticism is needed 
to make such men as these do their 
full duty. They would be redreant to 
the trust imposed upon them if they 
permitted themselves to be rushed into 
action on any subject without due 
consideration, and without full knowl- 
edge as to what they are doing. 

Those who are engaged in whole- 
sale criticism of the commission are 
neither performing good service for 
the state nor helping the cause of 
prison reform. Real reforms can only 
be made after due deliberation and 
careful study on the part of those in 
authority. The people of Georgia have 
every confidence that the prison com- 
mission will do what is right, and 
everything that is right, at the right 
time. 


For Good Roads. 

The promptness with which the com- 
missioners of a number of counties 
have made application for convicts to 
be worked on the roads spéaks elo- 
quently of the popularity of the new 
law. 

As noted yesterday, chirteen countieg 
have tiled with the prison commission 
formal application for the quota to be 
assigned them. In a number of other 
counties the officials have the matter 
under consideration, and there is 
every indication that by the time the 
new law, making the short-term con- 
victs available for this purpose, goes 
into effect, the full number will be 
appHed for. 

In this way the first real impetus to 
systematic road building will be given 
in Georgia. With nearly eight hun- 
dred felony convicts being worked 
upon the roads, and with this force 
supplemented by the misdemeanor con- 
victs in the different counties, the 
good roads movement will become a 
reality in the state. 

When the new law shall have been 
in operation long enough to show tan- 
gible resultg'*”, “he line of scientifical- 


feel confident, find such favor with 
the people that the next step will be 
the use om the roads of the convicts 
with’ sentences as high as ten years, 
instead of being restricted to the men 
sent*up for five years and less, as the 
law now provides; and ultimately 
Georgia will use all, save perhaps her 
life convicts and those of notedly des- 
perate character, upon her roads, until 
the state shall be covered with such a 
net-work of good roads as will carry 
the blessings of prosperity to the 
rural communities pt every county. 
The new law has come to stay. It 
popularity has already been d@®m@n- 
strated, notwithstanding the dire pre 
dictions of some of Baa opponents.

For a Juvenile Court. 

To those who were permitted to 
attend the sessions of the Charities 
and Corrections Conference, recently 
held in Atlanta, or who followed close 
ly thé newspaper reports of that very 
interesting gathering, there came new 
light upon the possibility of saving 
wayward youth from the danger of be- 
coming criminals. While the results 
attained in other directions by the in- 
telligent men and women engaged in 
this work are undoubtedly worthy of 
the heartiest indorsement, and receive 
it, still there is nothing which appeais 
quite so strongly to the average man 
as the salvation of the youth, and this 
feature of the work of the conference 
attracted most attention. 

It is the feeling that every possible 
aid should be given the young to pre- 
vent their falling into’the mire which 
is behind the movement for the estab- 
lishment of a juvenile court here in 
Atlanta. This matter has been 
brought to the attention of the council 
by a petition for the establishment of 
such @ court and on next Monday 
hight there will be a mass meeting in 
behalf of dhe movement at the Wes- 
leyan Tabernacle. Every man who is 
interested in the welfare of his fellow- 
man should attend this meeting, or 
otherwise give this movement the 
benefit of his aid. 

The juvenile court has brought 
splendid results wherever it has been 
put tm operation. The principle un- 
derlying it is the segregation of the 
wayward youth, who have offended 
against the laws, from the’ hardened 
criminals ‘with whom, under the old 
System, they are thrown in the jails. 
Under the juvenile court system they 
are kept apart from these criminals 
while under arrest, and their acts, 
where the circumstances and sur- 
roundings warrant, are judged rather 
as the natura] and more or less ex- 
cusable delinquencies of youth than 
as the deliberate crimes of the crim- 
inal classes, 

The result of the establishment of 
these juvenile courts in other cities 
has been the reformation of hundreds 
of boys who, if branded as criminal 
for a first offense and cast with hard- 
ened criminals in the jails, would have 
had no incentive to lead better lives, 
but would, ‘rather, have found in the 
jails a school for crime. 

No higher duty rests upon society 
than the salvation of the youth. As 
the juvenile court contributes greatly 
to that end, the movement for its en- 
tablishment here in Atlanta should 
have the hearty Support of all citi- 
zens,

haWing from Illinois, our natural im- 
pulse is to ask the esteemed Chicago 
Tribune to betray to us the genesis 
of this exodus from its state? There 
are not many states in the union 
where the governor would set a state 
dinner for negro militia officers, ag 
Governor Yates did not many weeks 
ago. Of course he knew. for he is 
no yellowhammer politician, that this 
negro dining in the Illinois governor’s 
mansion would be immensely popular, 
or he would not have followed the wal- 
nuts and the wine of the feast by an- 
nouncing his candidacy for reelection 
to the governorship. Now, as ne 
groes cannot hope to ever take pot 
luck in the state mansion in Georgia, 
we wonder why these negroes left II- 
linois and came back to a southern 
state. where the negro knows his 
Dlace. Perhaps The Tribune can 
give us the correct explanation. 
Another instance was the return of 
several families of colored people to 
North Carolina, after ten years’ resi- 
dence in Boston. They explained that 
they had only gone to Boston to get 
free education for their children for 
nine months in the year, instead of 
the three months available to them 
in North Carolina. As one of the 
negro men naively expressed it: 
“We've jest bin foragin’ on dem yan- 
kees fer de sechoolin’ o’ ouah chil- 
dern!”

Capitol Notes. 

Under a recent act of the legislature 
Governor Terrell yesterday ordered an 
election to be held in Hall county on the 
first Wednesday in October for a judge 
and solicitor of the city court of Gaines- 
ville.

Cheap Cotton and Less of It. 


(From Charleston News and Courier.) 

The New York Tribune and other north- 
ern papers, which are deploring and con- 
demning the “high price of cotton,” and 
solemniy warning the southern fanmmer 
that if he does not grow the staple in . 
larger quantity and at low prices, to meet 
the world’s needs and ideas respecting 
the crop England and Germany and 
France and Russia will grow it instead in 
their colonies and provinces, at ‘3 cents 
a pound,” or thereabouts, and he will 
forever lose the business or the greatem 
part of it, to his great pecuniary toss~ 
might, with more pertinence perhaps, di- 
rect their warnings in another quarter 
and to nearer ears. 

The fact is, as W. P. Brown, one of the 
manipulators of the existing cotton corm 
ner, has noted, that the increase in the 
price of cotton has not more than kept 
pace with the increase in the prices of 
all other commodities ‘in the United 
States. so that cotton at 8 to 0 cents in 
1998 is not relatively higher than cotton 
at 5 and 6 cents a few years ago. The 
cotton farmer cannot continue to grow 
cotton at former low prices and pay @ou- 
ble prices f™« all his supplies and every- 
thing he has to buy. He cannot do So 
without certain loss, and therefore will 
not do so. 

This brings us to the main point. When 
the price of cotton must be fixed so low 


that he cannot afford to grow the staple 
thé southern cotton farmer will. cheerful- 
ty or at any rate certainly, Surrender the 
crop to “African and Asiatic colonies.” 
and turn his attention to other crops 
which now he neglects, much to his 0Wn 
hurt. It is a matter of common observa- 
tion in the south that even when cotton 
ranges at fair prices, the ali cotton farm- 
er is the poorest of his class. When it 
ranges low in price-he is reduced to hope- 
lese debt and in many cases to distTess. 
Bhe rule is that the wealth of any farmer 
h: this section is In inverse ratio to his 
regular cotton crop and the exceptions 
are few and marked. The most prosper- 
ous farmers everywhere are those who 
make their farm self-supporting in re- 
spect of grain ang meat and other sttp- 
plies, and grow cotten as an incident of 
their business—as ‘‘a side crop.” 

Cheap cotton will make more such 
farmers. Five-cent cotton made many, & 
few years ago. Five or 6-cent cotton will 
have the same effect at anv and all times. 
“Wix'’ the price at such figures and the 
southern cotton farmer will drop the 
staple and grow all his grain and meat 
and other supplies, and raise his own cat- 
tle and stock instead of buying them 
from the farmers of the morth and west, 
as he does now and has been doing for &@ 
generation. 

And they will be greatly and peram- 
nently profited and benefited In every way 
by the change; and all the south with 
them. How it will affect the farmers of 
the north and west to lose S> many regu- 
lar buyers of their corn and wheat and 
hay and oats, and butter and cheese 
and milk, and vegetables and fruit, and 
horses and mules. and beef and hog 
products, etc., etc, we may leave to 
them to say, or tg The Tribune and other 
representative papers of their section to 
say for them. 

Our own view of the matter is that the 
agricultural] interests of that section will 
have quite as much reason to regard the 
advent of permanently “cheap cotton” 
with as: much concern as the agrioultu- 
ral interests of the south. Any future 
“warnings” regarding that probable or im- 
probable, condition might perhaps de 
more widely distributed accordingly.

Several big races between a‘swift auto- 
mobile racer and railroad traing are

PIPE COMPANY 


MAY BUY BONDS 


Plan on Foot To Secure Pipe 
for Cily Immediately 


Conference Is Held and Pipe Com- 
pany Take Bonds at Par and 
City Use the Money for 
the Purchase of 


Pipes. 


A movement is now on foot which will 
likely result in the sale of all of the re- 
maining water bonds at an early date 
and the immediate conversion of the pro- 
ceeds into water pipe. The plan under 
consideration is in effect that a pipe com- 
pany purchase the bonds at par, after 
which the eity will use the bond money 
in buying pipe from the same company. 

This proposition was developed yester- 
day ata conference in the office of Mayor 
Evan P. Howell between the mayor, 
Colonel Park Woodward, superintendent 
of the water works department, and two 
representatives of the United States Cast 
Iron and Pipe Company. These latter 
gentlemen are A. F. Callahan, of Chica- 
Gray, of 
_hattanooga, genera] manager. The idea 
was generally discussed, but no definite 
action taken, as the pipe representatives 
desire to take up the matter with the New 
York officials of the company. The city 
Officiais expect to hear from the company 
within the next week or ten days. 

The water works department is allowed 
$150,000 of the total bond issue of $400,000 
and $30.000 of these bonds have already 
been purchased by the city sinking fund 
commission. This leaves $120,000 remaining 
and it may be that the pipe company will 
buy the entire amount in order to sell its 
pipe to the city. Under the law, the city 
cannot dispose of the bonds for pipe or 
any other article, except cash, and the 
plan proposed, while it has practically th- 
same effect as an exchange, does not con- 
flict with the law. 

It is pfoposed that the pipe company 
buy the bonds at par, which means that 
the money wi.l be poured back into the 
company treasury, while by the deal the 
city comes into possession of the muchly 
desired pipe. The condition of the money 
market at present is such that the finance 
committee deems it unwise to place the 
bonds on the market for sale and in order 
to dispose of the water bonds as s0o0n as 
possible the foregoing plan was determin- 
ed, in order that the improvements to the 
water works system might proceed 
quickly.

Episcopalian Editor Says Chief Ex- 
ecutive Is Needed. 

New York, August 20.—In the current 
issue of The Churchman, a leading Epis- 
copa] church paper, a chief executive 
for the Episcopa| church. is demanded 
in the leading article which declares that 
a chief executive is as necessary for a 
churh as for a nation. 

The Episcopal church in this country 
now has no real executive head. The 
oldest bishop is known as the presiding 
bishop and is chairman of the house of 
bishops, but he really hag no specific 
executive or administrative functions. 
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‘Pew people in Atlanta realize how 
much the Carnegie library has done to 
stimulate interest in literature,’’ remark- 
éd Miss Anne Wallace, librarian of that 
institution, yesterday. 

“As an illustration of this fact the 
prosperity of the paid membership lNbra- 
ries is conclusive. Three years ago one 
of these enterprises could not make a 
living in Atlanta, but now they flourish 
and the Carnegie Nbrary is responsible 
for it. 

“Of course, we try to have one or two 
copies of all the new—of all the best of 
the new books, but we cannot and do not 
pretend to supply the demand for these 
publications. We have here the refer- 
ence books and the established works of 
a historical and similar nature, together 
with the classical fiction that has stood 
the test of time. 

“But when a new book leaps into popu- 
larity there are dazens and dozens of 
people who want to read it and we can- 
not furnish anything like enough copies 
for them all. We are thus compelled to 
seng them to the paid Ubraries, where, 
for a small consideration, these newest 
books can be had, for these institutions 
cater to the demand for ‘the latest.’ 

“So a person will go to one of these 
library offices, get his new book, read 
it and tell twenty of his friends about 
it. Some of these twenty friends will 
get the book out of the paid library and 
read it, while many others of them will 
go to the bookstores and buy it. As a 
consequence the book dealers of Atlanta 
are doing a larger business right now 
than ever before in their history. 

“And the Carnegie Hbrary, having s0 
greatly stimulated interest in reading, is 
behind and back of all this demand for 
books. Men and women are taught as 
boys and girls to read and having the 
knowledge of how to read they are going 
The library enlivens this 
desire for reading and enables the boy or 
girl to ascertain what channel their Lit- 
desires find most satisfaction in. 
The well conducted public library fs the 
very worst enemy of the dime novel.”

WORK HAS COMMENCED 
ON THE PRISON WALL 


Work was commenced on the great 
wall that is to be a part of the big fed- 
eral prison yesterday. Up to this time 
men have been working on the founda- 
tion, but now the matter of building the 
great stone fence has begun and it will 
porbably be a matter of years before it 
is completed. As it means plenty of work 
in the open air for the prisoners the 
event has long been anticipated and is 
now being greatly enjoyed by men who 
have for months or years been confined 
in cells behind brick walls. 

The work is under the direction of Su- 
perintendent Miller, a civil and construct. 
ing engineer, Washington. At the 
base, the wall is some 5 feet thick and 
the concreté, which is the material used, 
is being carefully molded between great

will be taken away, Jeaving a solid wall 
ef concrete that will be as nearly im- 
possible of scaling as a smooth style of 
architecture can make it. 

The wall is being built in sections and 
it is the intention to build the wall to a 
height of 15 feet about one entire sSec- 
tion in something approaching the shape 
of a quadrangie. Alter this rst lo feet 
is completed, the wail will be raised tv 
iis fuli neignt of ww feet. 

A large wire stockade surrounds the 
working prisoners and in addition to oMm- 
vers Walking among the workers, armed 
guards in e:evated watch towers erected 
tor ihe purpose are constantiy on duty 
to prevent tne escape Of any of the con- 
victs. 

Perhaps some idea of all that this out- 
side work means can be gained [rum an 
interview with one of those wav Worked 
in the cpen air for tne first time in years. 

‘eon, but tne real, genulne Dacxache 
I've got this night is @ luxury 4nd a 
novelty and something to be thankful 
for all at the same tame, ‘There's noth- 
ing so good in the way of a cure for 
heartache as a tirec, stiifening backacne, 
and l’'m looking forward to bed time and 
the rest that comes only to the weary, 
which is a long ways different from the 
way I have been dreading the approach 
of the Sandman, as my old nurse used 
to call him, for the months and months 
that have been dragging so slowly by 
since I was compelled to make South 
Atlanta my home.”’ 

It was one of the prisoners at the fed- 
eral penitentiary speaking at the® close’ 
of the first day's work in a long time. 
But perhaps this knowledge can be ob- 
tained from the prisoner's own story. 

‘You who live on the outside world can 
never appreciate its many beauties and 
its wonderful comforts until you have 
been separated from all such things by 
great brick walls. And even when you 
look through the windows the great iron 
bars cut up the picture outside in a way 
that greatly destroys the perspective 
from the full enjoyment of the view. 

“But today it was different. There 
were green hills stretching away on every 
side and God’s own blue heavens above 
us and perhaps vest of all good, hard 
work to be done. I reckon I used to 
kick about the work I used to have to 
do about as much as the next one, but 
there's nothing like it for putting rest in 
your body and hope in your heart, like 
having something to do and doing it. 

“Was it hard? Well, rather just at 
first, delightfully hard. A couple of 
hours’ exercise every day in stone paved 
corridors pacing up and down with only 
a silent guard and your own thoughts 
for company isn't calculated to make an 
athlete or a brick laying mason in a 
day. And with the first half hour I'm 
certain I felt something like 1,627 kinks 
that have been sleeping the sleep of inac- 
tion in my bones suddenly wake up and 
assert themselves generally and individ- 
ually. Honestly, it was the pleasantest 
pain I ever enjoyed suffering and if that 
sounds contradictory it is because you

can’t appreciate the prison point of view 
from which I am speaking. 

“Yes, there were guards, armed guards, 
around us and in the little watch towers 
above us. But they didn’t disturb me or 
any other workman that was glad of 
the opportunity to work. They were there 
for the other kind of fellows if there 
are any, and that kind con't interest the 
best of us a little bit. I tell you right 
now that there wasn't a good prisoner 
I daresay that there are those who will 
refuse to admit such a possibility—who 
wasn't more thankful in his heart to 
Warden Meyer for making this work a 
privilege than .for all of the extra holi- 
day dinners between this and the end of 
my sentence, which ig much too far in 
the future tg make details in the matter 
of time at all pleasant for me to think 
about, 

“I wish I could tell you something 
about that trip we took. It wasn't very 
far from your way of measuring per- 
haps, I daresay it came within the 100- 
yard limit, but, its the truth, I never 
onioupe a vacation in the old days as 
much. Short as was the distance, #* ex- 
tended from the Inside to the outside 
and that means a longer journey and a 
happier one than any but prisoners can 
even imagine. And to feel the warm, hot

Its mighty different from the pers- 
that grows in a corridor and 
I never saw this 
uniform of mine look so becoming as 
when I first noticed that it was stained 
with honest sweat, and 1 am not trying 
to get poetic, either. 

“And through the wire fence stocKade 
I saw a dog, the first. one I've seen this 
long time. Well, I’ve always had one or 
more and just the sight of that animal 
brought more sadly sweet memories than 
could be packed into six sermons. [| al- 
ways was foolish about dogs, anyway. 
We've got lots of advantages, too, 
this isn't a piece of contract Work that 
is being rushed through to come within 
the time limit. We work a few hours in 
the morning and a few in the afternoon 
and this gives us a chance to get used to 
it and enjoy it at the same time. 

“We are just working on the founda- 
tion now and there are several details to 
get the work along. but we are all too 
much out of practice to make any rec- 
ords for a long time to come. And then 
we don't any of us have to worry about 
losing our jobs or getting laid off on 
weeount of a strike. Fact is, this world 
seems a lots better plate to live in to- 
night than it has for more than a year 

‘I'll tell you who I feel sorry for. It’s 
those fellows who are still in their cells. 
But still they are hoping that very soon 
more material will arrive in the way of 
sand and cement and that sort of thing, 
and the details for ontside work will be 
increased sufficiently to let them out of 
the inside shadow battalion and into the 
outside sunshine brigade. And do you see 
the sunburn on my face? I'm as proud 
of that change as can be. Old Sol, I 
reckon, is the greatest beauty doctor 
after all, and I fell just like a man after 
the first day at the seashore, and I'm 
proud to look the part. 

“Well, goodby, I'd like to stay and 
talk longer, but since I’ve gone back into 
business my time is not exactly my 
own.”’

The federal grand jury, which assem- 
bles in October, will probably go on a 
stil] hunt for peonage in north Georgia. 

This is the prediction of officials in 
the United States court house and some 
of them express themselves as believing 
that sensational! developments will be the 
result of the grand jury's taking the mat- 
ter up, though no one will say definitely 
that peonage is supposed to exist. 

The United States district court meets, 
with Judge W. T. Newman on the bench. 
the first Monday in October and the 
krand jury will begin its work immedi- 
ately after court is convened. There wil] 
be a large number of cases on the crimi- 
nal docket. 

There are, however, few cases of gen- 
eral pwhlic interest to be tried. sl he 
charges against Eugene W. Sheppard, the 
mail carrier who is accused of stealing 
from letters in his possession, will proba- 
bly be indicted and tried and a local mer- 
ebant will also appear in court as a 
defendant on account of some alleged ir- 
regularities in imports. 

The majority of the cases will be for 
violations of the internal revenue laws, 
moonshining and the like. As the prep- 
aration of the criminal calendar has 
not yet been begun in the district attor- 
ney's Office it is not possible to say just 
what its proportions wil! be.

WILL ORGANIZE 
ALL CREDIT MEN 


Stale Association Will Be 
Formed in Georgia, 


Movement To Organize Is Result of 
Atlanta Credit Men’s. Associa- 
tion in Having Bill Passed 
to Protect the Job- 
bers. 


As a result of the new law regulating 
the sale of merchandise in bulk a state 
credit men’s association is to be organ- 
ized. " . 

This new law, which prohibits the sale 
of any stock of goods in bulk except 
under certain restrictions, has met with 
the approval of wholesale merchants all 
over the state and as it was the Atlanta 
Credit Men's Association which brought 
the ‘bill before the legislature and dem- 
onstrated its value much interest has 
been aroused all over Georgia in credit 
men's associations, 

The new law provides that any one sell- 
ing a stock of goods in bulk must fur- 
nish to the purchaser a full Hst of his 
cred®ors, under oath, and the purchaser 
must then, at least five days before the 
trade .{s finally consummated, notify 
each one of these creditors of his intend- 
ed purchase. The notification must be 
in writing. 

Previous to the enactment of this stat- 
ute it was possible for a retail merchant 
to sell out his business and leave the 
State before his creditors knew anything 
his movements. Under the new law 
such a transaction would be held fraudu- 


lent and void.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, August 2).—There was more 
selling of stocks this morning of the 
same character as that of yesterdey and 
little resistance was offered. Prices in 
consequence “declined easily during the 
morning and effective inroads were made 
upon the sharp advances from the iow 
leve] of the year which had been achieved 
last ‘week. The reaction has run (v0 
about 6 points in Rock Island and Amal- 
gamated, which were the late leaders of 
the upward movement and which have 
in turn led the downward movement, 
he very large volume of the trading in 
Kock Island at the top level causes a 
belief that a large distrioution of stock 
was effected by insiders at that level 
and has given rise to the supposition in 
some quarters that the general market 
Was under manipulation to facilitate this 
operation. There was no sign any longer 
of the powertu] support and resistance to 
decline which helped the market up- 
wards in the first stage of the recovery. 
This was accepted. by the purely specu- 
lative contingent as an intimation that 
great banking institutions and influentiai 
capitalists do not favor a ‘Turther  ad- 
vance in prices nor an active speculation 
at this time. There is an expectation 
in consequence that a period of duilness 
#nd siuggish fluctuations lies befcre, the 
market. Tne rate at which the recovery 
was proceeding and the extent of the 
speculative commitments which were 
being made, seemed to arouse appre 
hensions of renewed entanglements which 
the coming requirements upon the money 
market might make hazardous. Special 
significance was attached to the drop 
of 2 3-8 in Amalgamated, of 2 points in St. 
Paul and 4 points in Consolidated Gas, 
owing to the popular conception in Wall 
street that the cOurse of these particular 
stocks represents the attitude of Stand- 
ard Oil capitalists in the market and on 
the financial situation. The money situa- 
tion is carcfully watched from day vw 
day for the development of the interior 
demand for currency. Shipments to the 
interior have been on a larger scale this 
weck than last, and the balance may 
turn against New York at any time. 
Call loan rates continue very easy, but 
the time money market is hardening 
appreciably. The banks point out that 
it is their purpose to conserve their re- 
sources for regular commercial needs, and 
the quoted rates represent the terms for 
those purposes. Rates otherwise are 
matters of private agreement. The stock 
market contingtent {fs still inclined to dis- 
appointment over the doubts expressed 
as to currency legislation at the coming 
session of congress. The day's move- 
ments in the grain and cotton markets 
were favorable to stocks, the decline m 
prices there indicating improved chances 
for tha crops. The tone of sentiment in 
the iron trade was more cheerful today. 
reports indicating that the downward 
course of prices has caused. sonie 
increased demand at last. The  at- 
tendance at the stock exchange was re- 
duced by visits to the yacht race. and 
after the race was under way the inter- 
est on the iloor was largely diverted to 
the bulletins of the race. With the de- 
crease in the activity of the §market. a 
large short interest was left uncavered 
which showed gathering concern as the 
Cay progressed. Prices recovered etead- 
ily. on emall dealings and closed firm 
at about the hést of the day. Net gains 
of a point or more are shown bv a num- 
ber of the Pacifics and trunk lines, 
Atchison rising 2 points over last night. 

Bonds were irregular and turned heavy 
after the opening. Total sales, par 
value, $1,222,000.
